PIPTH OTL R®FINERY CONSTRUCTION--The construction of the nation's fifth oil 
refinery is not likely to start this year as initially planned apparently 
due to difficulties in securing sufficient crude of] for it. Aecording to 
sources at the Ministry of Fnergy and Resources vesterday, the construction 
of he fifth of] refinery is almost sure to be delayed by at least one year 
because of the uncertainty in securing oi] necessary for it. The ministry 
initially planned to give a go-ahead to any local company to build the na- 
tion's ‘ifth ofl refinery if the firm concluded a long-range crude supply 
contract with any oil-producing country in the world, in an effort to meet 
the growing demand for petroleum derivatives. ‘Some ministry officials said 
the recent tendency of reduced consumption of of] products across the coun- 
try could be another reason for the government decision to postpone the 
comaetruction of the fifth refinery. The government expected the national 
vemanc for ofl products in 1979 to rise by about 15 percent or a little 
more over the previous year, but the increase rate was only 10 percent 
level. The officials said demand for petroleum products this vear would 
not inerease more than |2 percent over last year. The increased demand for 
petroleum products for the time being will be met with increased production 
by the exteting refineries which are planning to expand their refinery [a- 
cilities. The nation's fourth ofl refinery, to be built by the Ssangyong 
Susiness “roup and the National [ranian 11 Co., will seonm be dedicated and 
start commercial operation in February. Its refining capacity will be 
60,000 barrels a day.

The 
spokesman said members of the cheering team, the largest Korean group ever 
to visit the Soviet Union which has no diplomatic relations with South 
Korea, will be reeruited from among volunteers and largely consists of 500 
‘outh Koreans and 1400 Korean residents of Japan, and the remaining 200 will 
be picked from among Koreans |iving in the United States and Europe.

POP EXPORTING COMPANIES--Seoul Feb 4 OP-KYODO--\aewoo industrial  o. last 
year chalked up $1.12 billion worth of exports, retaining its place in the 
front of Korea's export ranks, the commerce-industry ministry said over the 
weekend. The Sameung (Co. came next, with 6772.2 million, followed by the 
ivesung Corp. with $583.2 million. Other exporters on the list of Sorea's 
top 10 traders are: The [CCCorp. ($563.8 million), Hyundai Corp. (9493.5 mail 
lion), Sando Sangsa ($469.35 million), the Sangvong Trading (o. (9422.04 
million), Sumkyong Led. (9321.55 million), Kumho and Co. ($304.4 million), 
and the Nahil Synthetic Fiber Ind. Co. ($236.9 million). The ministry's 
list of the top 100 exporters in 1979 shows that 21 (irms exported more 
than 5100 million, five more than in 1978, and their combined exports reached 
$6.8 billion, 45.2 percent of the country's total. Firms export ing 10 
million or more cumbered 178, and contributed (0.4 percent of Korea's total 
exports last vear.

At the Tokyo negotiation meet - 
img, the officials agreed that Korea's cash repayments would be more (| avor- 
able to both sides, the sources disclosed. Meanwhile, the sources said, 
south Nerea will have to pay for 16,650 tons this vear, and the repayment 
amount per ton will be set later om the basis of the international market 
prices prevailing during a six-month period ending in April this veer. The 
international market price of rice now stand at 5300 per ton. With the 
successtul negotiations on Korea's cash payments for Japanese rice, there 
will be no adverse effects on the price of rice at home and also no dis- 
crepancy in Korea's rice supply-demand situation, the sources added.

FARM MACHINE STATIONS AID IN MECHANIZING AGRICULTURE

{Text} Pyongyang, 14 Feb (KCNA)--The Democratic Peoples Republic of 
Korea is energetically accelerating the comprehensive mechanization of 
agriculture. 


The farm machine station, a state enterprise which takes charge of farm 
ing jointly with the cooperative farm, is the base of comprehensive 
mechanization of agriculture. 


The tirst farm machine stations (called tarm machine hire stations at 
their birth) were set up in five counties in our country in February 
1950. At that time they had 100 tractor drivers and /0 tractors. 


But now, 30 years since then, farm machine stations are found in all 
counties and their material and technical founctions have been 


strengthened beyond comparison. 


The state has constructed tractor factories including the Kumsong Tractor 
Plant with an annual capacity of tens oc thousands of tractors, auto 
factories, repair plants, accessory factories and trailing farm machine 
factories in all parts of the country and supplies a large number of 
modern farm machines of all kinds to the countryside every year. 


Each farm machine station has hundreds of, thousands of, tractors, 
trucks and trailing farm machines and powerful repair bases. 


The Hamju farm machine station in South Hamgyong Province, which had 
only 10 odd tractors, 5 ploughs and a few harrows when it was [{ounded, 
has now nearly 3,000 trailing farm machines of over 20 kinds. 


And each farm of the county has tens of tractors, rice-transplanting 
machines, harvesters and other modern farm machines. 


At the Chaeryong farm machine station, which was the first one of its 
kind in South Hwanghae Province, the number of the tractors has increased 














90 times as compared with that in 1951. Amd it has thousands of trailing 
farm machines of 45 kinds. [t had only one belt lathe in the past. Sut 
now it has many machine tools and installations of 60 odd kinds including 
lathes and boring machines, with which the county repairs and readjusts 
all the farm machines for itself. 


The categories of the work done by machines have also markedly expanded. 


When the farm machine stations made their appearance 30 years ago, their 
main task was only to plow the paddy and non-paddy fields. Sut now nearly 
all work is done by machines from plowing to rice-transplanting, carriage 
and thrashing. 


Already a few years agc, the number of the tractors per hectare of 
arable land reached 6 on the plain and 5 in the medium and mountain 
areas in Korea. This figure will rise to 8-i0 during the Second Seven- 
Year Plan period.

The direct motive tor the waves of anti-American struggle suddenly gaining 
such momentum in [ran was the U.S. government's recent admission of the 
expelled Shah for residzmce in the U.S. The fact thet the U.S. is harboring 
this person whom the |ranian authorities demand be handed over tc iran to 
stand trial by the people han «roused the ire of the Iranian people. 


The anti-American teeling of the lranian peopie has deep roots. The great 
leader, Comrade Kim |l-song, taught as follows: “The U.S. imperialists 
are viciously oppressing the struggie tor |iberation of the peoples of 
Agia, Africa and Latin America.
